FEDERAL WORKERS 
A prime lesson from the tragedies of Watergate is 


that a public official’s first duty is to his conscience, 
not to his agency or boss. Unfortunately, it is a lesson 
that seems to have been lost on the Supreme Court 
which has handed down two decisions which, in effect, 
gag federal workers from criticizing either their bosses 
or their agencies. 
In one vote, the court upheld a federal statute under 


which a federal employee can be dismissed or 
suspended for the vague reason of “ such cause as will 
promote the efficiency of the service.” 
And in a narrow 5-4 decision, the high court ruled 


that the government could fire a worker without giving 
him a full trial- type hearing. 
Now, it is no secret that the federal bureaucracy is a 


restful haven for too many men and women who don’t 
earn their keep. A good bit of that deadwood could be 
eliminated forthwith, we are sure, with no detriment 
to the country whatever. 
That said, however, it must be observed that many 


of the most flagrant cases of government waste, 
overspending, and other wrongdoing have come to 
public attention because public servants could not in 
good conscience condone what they saw. If high- 
ranking federal officials are allowed to summarily fire 
their subordinates based on the flimsy, ambiguous 
reasons indicated in the Supreme Court’s rulings, 
government workers will understandably be fearful of 
stepping forth when they observe improper actions by 
their superiors. 
The loyalty of a public servant — at the local, state 


or federal level — should belong first to the citizens 
whose taxes support him. Hopefully, despite the 
court’s decisions, fairness will still prevail to encourage 
government workers to let their consciences guide their 
actions.

THE CABLE FABLE IN 
SEARCH OF AN 
ENDING 
The continuing story that 
asks the question, “ Can a little 
idea from out of the sticks Find 
happiness as the rival of the big 
television networks?” may be 
reaching a climax. 
The idea, whose time keeps 
coming but never quite seems 
to arrive, is cable television, or 
pay TV, which began by piping 
in clear television pictures to 
folks 
whose 
reception 
was 
garbled by mountains or tall 
buildings or by their distance 
from the broadcast source. 
The climax is a decision 
expected 
soon 
from 
the 
Federal 
C om m unications 
Commission on whether pay 
TV should have the right to bid 
for late-run Hollywood movies 
or live sports events such as a 
Super Bowl or World Series. 
These shows would then be 
offered to homes with cable 
TV, either for a Hat fee per 
show or per month. 
The over- the - air stations 
supported by advertising fear 
that they would begin losing 
large 
numbers 
of 
viewers 
affluent enough or interested 
enough to afford pay TV. With 
audiences declining, advertisers 
would start losing interest in 
sponsoring the big, expensive 
movies and sports events now 
provided free to the great mass 
of TV watching families. 
Already, they point out, we 
have 
seen 
heavyweight 
championship fights disappear 
from free television, where the 
telecasts were paid 
for by 
advertisers. 
Instead, 
boxing 
Ians 
must 
now 
purchase 
expensive tickets and go to a 
selected theater to see such 
attractions. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
the 
industry, Arthur R. Taylor, 
president 
of 
the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting System, 
states 
that he does not oppose pay 
television 
as 
a 
legitimate 
competitor 
if 
it 
operates 
independently of over- the air- 
television. 
But 
he argues that 
the 
p r o g r a m s 
which 
cable 
television now transmits over 
its wires to gain entry into the 
American household are not its 
own 
but 
those 
of 
free 
television. 
Cable TV does perform a 
valid service by giving better 
reception to some areas, says 
Taylor, “ but the local - origin 
programs they are telecasting 
lack any mass audience appeal 
and the system would serve a 
better purpose if they put on 
specialized attractions, which 
most of them don’t.” 
The pay TV people counter 
that the only way cable TV can 
becom e 
profitable, 
and 
therefore be able to 
bring 
viewers extra 
channels and 
diversified programming, is to 
offer top movies and sports 
events and charge viewers to 
see them. And, of course, they 
c a n n o t 
im p r o v e 
their 
programming unless they get 
more subscribers. 
It is thus a real “ chicken - 
and -egg” situation. 
According to at least one 
television critic, UPI writer 
Rick DuBrow, the commercial 
networks are waging a scarce 
campaign. 
Anyway, he asjfs, “ What is 
so free about a system that 


every few minutes? That’s a 
price, and the public pays it — 
as a captive consumer audience 
and 
in 
terms 
of 
mental 
distraction.” 
Everyone agrees that cable 
T V 
is 
an 
i m p o r t a n t 
technological advance. In the 
future, if financially feasible, 
cable TV will be able to bring 
20, 40 or even 100 additional 
channels into homes. 
This 
means, 
at 
least 
theoretically, that local special 
- interest groups could air their 
v i e w s 
on 
t e l e v i s i o n , 
entertainment events appealing 
to limited audiences should be 
presented 
and 
even 
such 
benefits 
as 
shopping 
by 
television would be possible. 
The big hitch is money — 
how it is all going to be paid 
for, and by whom.

WASHINGTON - President 
Nixon has told aides that he 
believes the national outrage 
over

transcripts has died down and 
that he has now weathered the 
worst of the storm.

coi versations say he feared for 
awhile that the crescendo of

resignation, he has confided. 
Instead, House Speaker Carl

and

Robert Byrd spoke out against 
resignation 
and 
broke 
the 
momentum. 
This had the dramatic effect, 
the President told aides, of 
lawmen calming a mob at the 
jailhouse door. 
Nixon 
is grateful to the 
opposition 
leaders 
for 
preventing 
Congress 
from 
becoming “ a runaway grand 
jury” 
on 
the 
eve 
of

impeachment hearings. He has 
confidence that the responsible 
leaders of Congress will now 
keep

VIETNAM SPENDING: The

Don’t Break A Leg: 
See New Union- Hospital 
Costs Contracts Soon Driving 
Room Rates to $300 Daily 
NEW 
YORK-- 
Last 
November the voices of Cesar 
Chavez and the late Martin 
Luther 
King, 
Jr.’s 
widow, 
Coretta, were raised here at the 
founding convention of the 
National Union of Hospital and 
Health 
Care 
Employees. 
Today, exactly 15 years after 
the first massive hospital strike 
in the land, that union’s husky 
local affiliate is pounding the 
table, demanding what appears 
to be a $100 million increase in 
wages and fringes during a one- 
year contract with the 50- 
member League of Voluntary 
Hospitals. 
Doing 
the 
pounding 
and 
raising 
the 
banners of the 
famed New York Local 119 9 is 
its oft- virulent president Leon 
Davis 
who 
also 
heads the 
national organization created 
last November. 
There will be loud cries of 
another strike-- such as the one 
which shut hospitals down here 
for a week also last November. 
It all got ugly last winter. 
The union was fined $600,000. 
Its 10 officers here hit for 
$123,500. These have not yet 
been paid. Words on the picket 
lines, as doctors, nurses and 
supervisors struggled to keep 
the medical institutions alive, 
were uglier. 
Now the showdown is set 
for contract’s end- midnight 
June 30. There’s history in the 
making 
for 
many 
reasons. 
Before these negotiations are 
over we’ll know whether wage- 
fringe increases shaved from a 
union contract by the old Cost 
of Living Council (COLC) can 
be re- demanded and whether 
the 
hospitals, 
or 
any 
management for that matter, 
can be forced to pay. The 
COLC and all its powers are 
dead. 
Who’s 
to 
prevent 
anything? 
We’ll also know how soon 
the daily cost of a hospital’s 
double (semi- private) room 
here 
will 
spring 
from 
an 
average $17 0- 185 to a range of 
$200 to $220. 
And how close this nation 
will be getting to a $300- a- 
day room. 
It’s 
obvious 
that 
when 
President Nixon talks of an 
average medical cost of $110 
daily he hasn’t been back to 
New York for a long time.

time. This is not a cold, it 
just seems to be the way they 
are made. It will become less 
and less noisy and noticeable 
as 
he gets older, the air

larger, and he learns to clear 
his nose by sniffling. 
Don’t use a lot of cold 
remedies with such a baby. 
You may be able to reduce 
the noise by sucking out his 
nose several times a day with 
a small rubber bulb called a 
nasal syringe. 
Most babies will have two 
or three real colds in the first 
year, although a perfectly 
normal baby may have eight 
or nine. 
With a cold he will become 
a little fussy and lose part of 
his appetite. His nose will

Children may have mistaken 
sense of what money is

BENTON - “Money can’t 
buy happiness, but it sure 
helps,’’ is a cliche often used. 
Phrases like: “Money talks’’, 
or “almighty dollar” impress 
children and often gives them 
a mistaken sense of just what 
money is. 
As a parent or teacher or 
club leader, you’ll probably 
want your child to learn how 
to use money wisely and to 
have a good attitude toward 
it. 
Learning about the proper 
use 
of money and other 
resources begins at 
home. 
Wtthin limits parents still do 
more than anyone else to 
mold the attitudes of their 
children. Of course, the TV 
media, his friends and your 
friends 
also 
have 
some 
Influence, but your example 
is still prime factor in his 
attitudes. 
It isn’t enough to talk 
about intelligent money use. 
Children react to what they 
see and feel in the home. 
A 
complaint 
of 
many 
young people is that society 
is too “materialistic.” There 
are many things we can have 
and enjoy without spending 
money, but perhaps we’ve 
failed to communicate this to 
our children. Perhaps we’ve 


been overly concerned about 
our social position, believing 
that it depends solely upon 
our income. Keeping in mind 
the positive side - what we 
can do 
with our money, 
rather than what we can’t do 
will help to keep our own 
attitudes pointed in the right 
direction. 
You 
reinforce 
your 
teaching 
when 
you 
meet 
your child’s needs for love. 
Just as emotionally deprived 
adults 
sometimes 
spend 
money as a substitute for 
affection, so do children. 
Insecurity and anxiety may 
lead children to overvalue 
possessions, 
especially 
money. 
No two children are alike, 
so no two use money the 
same way, and your chief 
purpose will be to guide him 
in handling it wisely and to 
weigh values so he can make 
intelligent choices. According 
to 
a 
finance 
specialist, 
children who beg for extras 
or spend allowance unwisely 
learn the financial facts of 
life 
if 
they 
aren't 
over­ 
indulged. 
When extra money always 
appears for some “ special 
thing,” 
children 
figure 
money will always turn up 
from the inexhaustible well. 
Indirect 
experiences 
in 
money matters help children 
understand 
family income. 


For example, explain that a 
new battery or small house 
repair costs as much as a new 
bike. 
Let him spend money, give 
him 
experiences 
in 
using 
money. For small children, it 
may be putting money in the 
meter, paying paper boy or 
buying a stamp to send his 
letter. An allowance helps 
them develop pattern and 
philosophy of spending. 
Mistakes 
shouldn’t 
be 
emphasized, because choice 
making isn't learned in one 
effort. 
Set some limits on what a 
child has to spend at first, so 
that a mistake in judgment 
won't be a catastrophe. 
Helping children develop 
the money management skills 
they need in a consumer- 
oriented work is a serious 
responsibility and one that 
should be approached with 
humor, 
understanding and 
common sense.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

of a record wheat crop this

mild alarm among government 
grain watchers. 
No revision of 1974 wheat 
production estimates will be 
issued by USDA until June 10 
when 
the

Reporting 
Board makes new estimates for 
a variety of crops. 
Meanwhile,

report 
showed 
Tuesday 
that 
“ hot, 
windy 
weather 
lowered 
topsoil 
moisture to a short supply” in 
many areas of the central and 
southern Great Plains. That is 
the region where winter wheat, 
planted 
last fall, is moving 
rapidly into harvest pipelines. 
N i x o n 
administration 
officials are counting heavily 
on a record wheat crop this 
year to help cool off food 
prices by making more grain 
available

is predicted, but 
actual field estimates will not 
be ready until August. 
Another report on Monday, 
a summary of a forthcoming 
wheat

analysis,

much too high in view of poor 
growing conditions in major

WHEN IS A MAN 
REALLY FREE? 


One of the most discussed 
and 
misunderstood words 
used today 
is “ freedom.” 
Our courts are required to 
define this word frequently 
and in most of their verdicts 
disagreements follow. 
‘T he only freedom which 
deserves the name is that of 
pursuing our own good in 
our own way, so long as we 
do not attempt to deprive 
others of theirs, or impede 
their efforts to obtain it.” 
Thus wrote John Stuart 
Mill in 1859. 
Yet Plato 
wrote many centuries earlier 
that, “The excess of liberty, 
whether in states or individ­ 
uals, seems only to pass into 
excess of slavery.” 
And today's lesson from 
Paul concerns this conflict 
between 
freedom 
and 
slavery. One term can better 
be understood in relationship 
to the other. 
Many debates on freedom 
today revert 
to President 
Franklin Roosevelt’s famous 
1941 talk when he called for 
four freedoms for all persons: 
freedom of speech and ex­ 
pression, freedom of worship, 
freedom from want, 
and 
freedom from fear. 
Three decades later the 
world has fewer freedoms 
than it had in 1941. 
The 
United States still provides 
more freedom for its people 
than most nations. 
Paul 
warned the world 
about such problems. 
He 
learned about slavery in the 
physical sense, yet he could 
preach about the freedom 
of the soul 
if one only 
believed in God. 
Paul was arrested and held 
in captivity in three cities 
(Jerusalem, Caesarea, and 
Rome) for Five years. 
Still 
he never 
wavered in his 
faith and never sought favors 
of the authorities. 
The 
greatest asset Paul 
possessed was his faith. His 
message was simple, based 
on repentance, 
faith, and 
good works. 
He told and 
retold his message. 
Always Paul defended his 
ministry. 
He reminded the 
Jews that it was all in ac­ 
cordance with Moses and the 
stories of the prophets. And 
he always returned to his 
own conversion to Christ’s 
preachings. 
Paul attempted to prove 
to the people that sin pro­ 
duces slavery. 
To be freed 
from this bopdage, one need 
only turn to God. 
Paul be­ 
lieved 
those who rejected 
God were 
in bondage to 
spiritual 
ignorance 
and 
indecision. 
Freedom 
here 
is the 
power to do what we want to 
do. 
Paul exercised his right 
of freedom by repeating his 
message each time he was 
arrested. 
When 
hauled 
before King Agrippa, Paul 
used the court as a sounding 
board. 
He spoke before the 
entire audience and in most 
cases 
the local authorities 
shifted the responsibility for 
handing Paul to the authori­ 
ties in Rome. 
Even 
then there were 
those who placed 
greater 
stress on the legal angles, 
less on the spiritual. 
In 
most instances Paul’s case 
seemed hopeless since he had 
become the political hostage 
of his day. 
Threats exist today that 
endanger 
our 
freedoms. 
Some fear that computers 
are making decisions for us. 
We admit the need for some 
restraints, such as laws con­ 
trolling 
or 
driving 
on 
highways. 
Still we acknow­ 
ledge the fact that there are 
millions of people held under 
some form of bondage today. 
For a fuller discussion of 
freedom and bondage one 
needs only to turn to the 
plight of many small nations, 
the American Indians, racial 
minorities, and other groups 
in our society. 
These 
people 
cry for 
freedom. 
Paul cried for 
freedom 
too. 
Paul showed 
the way 
through our love for God, 
believing that our love begets 
love in return. Many persons 
have practiced such love and 
have achieved love in return. 
We 
fight wars to gain 
freedom. Paul’s method was 
simpler. Believe in God, give 
Him your love, and your 
soul will be free.

The 
accident happened while you were primping up. Since putting 
on lipstick had nothing to do with your job, you weren’t injured 
duringthe course of your employment as required.” 
“Of course primping up was part of my job,” insisted Susan. 
“ Looking pretty is part of being a secretary. Psychologically, it 
makes her work more efficient.” 
Her claim turned down, Susan took the matter to court. 
IF \ 01 WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit the pretty 
secretary to collect a Workman’s Compensation award? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that an 
employe is generally entitled to a Workman’s Compensation 
award if injured while performing some act for the mutual 
benefit of the employer and employe. 
In this case, noted the judge, Susan was injured while 
performing an act for both her own and her employer’s benefit 
since applying lipstick, in a place provided by her employer, 
added to her self- esteem and thereby permitted her to perform 
her job more efficiently.

Colds not unusual in first year 


tw o or three hours for the

Phrases like: “Money talks”, 
or “almighty dollar” impress 
children and often gives them 
a mistaken sense of just what 
money is. 
As a parent or teacher or 
club leader, y ou’ll probably 
want your child to learn how 
to use money wisely and to 
have a good attitude toward 
it. 
Learning about the proper 
use 
of 
money 
and 
other 
resources 
begins at 
home. 
Within limits parents still do 
more than anyone else to 
mold the attitudes of their 
children. Of course, the TV 
media, his friends and your 
friends 
also 
have 
some 
Influence, but your example 
is still prime factor in his 
attitudes. 
It 
isn’t enough 
to 
talk 
about intelligent money use. 
Children react to what they 
see and feel in the home. 
A 
complaint 
of 
many 
young people is that society 
is too “ materialistic.” There 
are many things we can have 
and enjoy without spending 
money, 
but perhaps w e’ve 
failed to communicate this to 
our children. Perhaps w e’ve 


been overly concerned about 
our social position, believing 
that it depends solely upon 
our income. Keeping in mind 
the positive side •* what we 
can do 
with 
our money, 
rather than what we can’t do 
will help to keep our own 
attitudes pointed in the right 
direction. 
You 
reinforce 
your 
teaching 
when 
you 
meet 
your child*8 needs for love. 
Just as emotionally deprived 
adults 
sometimes 
spend 
money as a substitute for 
affection, 
so 
do 
children. 
Insecurity and anxiety may 
lead children to 
overvalue 
p o s s e s s io n s , 
especially 
money, 
No two children are alike, 
so no tw o use money the 
same way, and your chief 
purpose will be to guide him 
in handling it wisely and to 
weigh values so he can make 
Intelligent choices. According 
to 
a 
finance 
specialist, 
children who beg for extras 
or spend allowance unwisely 
learn the financial facts of 
life 
if 
they 
aren’t 
over­ 
indulged. 
When extra money always 
appears 
for some “special 
thing,” 
children 
figure 
money will always turn up 
from the inexhaustible well. 
Indirect 
experiences 
in 
money matters help children 
understand 
family income. 


For example, explain that a 
new battery or small house 
repair costs as much as a new 
bike. 
Let him spend money, give 
him 
experiences 
in 
using 
money. For small children, it 
may be putting money in the 
meter, paying paper boy or 
buying a stamp to send his 
letter. An 
allowance helps 
them develop 
pattern and 
philosophy of spending. 
Mistakes 
shouldn’t

emphasized, because choice 
making isn’t learned in one 
effort.

WHEN IS A MAN 
R E A LL Y FREE? 


One of the most discussed 
and 
misunderstood words 
used today 
is “ freedom.” 
Our courts are required to 
define this word frequently 
and in most of their verdicts 
disagreements follow. 
“The only freedom which 
deserves the name is that of 
pursuing our own good in 
our own way, so long as we 
do not attempt to deprive 
others of theirs, or impede 
their efforts to obtain it.” 
Thus wrote John Stuart 
Mill 
in 1859. 
Yet Plato 
wrote many centuries earlier 
that, “The excess of liberty, 
whether in states or individ­ 
uals, seems only to pass into 
excess of slavery.” 
And today’s lesson from 
Paul concerns this conflict 
between 
freedom 
and 
slavery. One term can better 
be understood in relationship 
to the other. 
Many debates on freedom 
today revert 
to President 
Franklin Roosevelt’s famous 
19 41 talk when he called for 
four freedoms for all persons: 
freedom of speech and ex­ 
pression, freedom of worship, 
freedom from want, 
and 
freedom from fear. 
Three decades later the 
world 
has fewer 
freedoms 
than it had in 1941. 
The 
United States still provides 
more freedom for its people 
than most nations. 
Paul 
warned the world 
about such problems. 
He 
learned about slavery in the 
physical sense, yet he could 
preach about the freedom 
of the soul 
if one only 
believed in God. 
Paul was arrested and held 
in captivity in three cities 
(Jerusalem, Caesarea, and 
Rome) for five years. 
Still 
he never 
wavered in his 
faith and never sought favors 
of the authorities. 
The 
greatest asset Paul 
possessed was his faith. 
His 
message was simple, based 
on repentance, 
faith, and 
good works. 
He told and 
retold his message. 
Always Paul defended his 
ministry. 
He reminded the 
Jews that it was all in ac­ 
cordance with Moses and the 
stories of the prophets. And 
he always returned to his 
own conversion to Christ’s 
preachings. 
Paul attempted to prove 
to the people that sin pro­ 
duces slavery. 
To be freed 
from this bopdage, one need 
only turn to God. 
Paul be­ 
lieved 
those who rejected 
God were 
in bondage to 
spiritual 
ignorance 
and 
indecision. 
Freedom 
here 
is the 
power to do what we want to 
do. 
Paul exercised his right 
of freedom by repeating his 
message each time he was 
arrested. 
When 
hauled 
before 
King Agrippa, Paul 
used the court as a sounding 
board. 
He spoke before the 
entire audience and in most 
cases 
the local authorities 
shifted the responsibility for 
handing Paul to the authori­ 
ties in Rome. 
Even 
then there were 
those who placed 
greater 
stress on the legal angles, 
less on the spiritual. 
In 
most instances Paul’s case 
seemed hopeless since he had 
become the political hostage 
of his day. 
Threats exist today that 
endanger 
our 
freedoms. 
Some 
fear that computers 
are making decisions ror us. 
We admit the need for some 
restraints, such as laws con­ 
trolling 
or 
driving 
on 
highways. 
Still we acknow­ 
ledge the fact that there are 
millions of people held under 
some form of bondage today. 
For a fuller discussion of 
freedom and bondage one 
needs only to turn to the 
plight of many small nations, 
the American Indians, racial 
minorities, and other groups 
in our society. 
These 
people 
cry for 
freedom. 
Paul cried for 
freedom 
too. 
Paul 
showed 
the way 
through our love for God, 
believing that our love begets 
love in return. Many persons 
have practiced such love and 
have achieved love in return. 
We 
fight wars to gain 
freedom. Paul’s method was 
simpler. Believe in God, give 
Him your love, and your 
soul will be free.

11:00 AM on a cold Tuesday in a dusky 
December lengthening into a wet winter, Bleecker Street 
between Jones and Cornelia in New York City’s West 
Greenwich Village, an offside remnant of downtown 
bohemia, flowed with the expected urgencies of daily 
life. It was death scheduled to be shammed, later. 
In one hour and 45 minutes, it would explode 
raucously, flamingly, in counterfeit, from a fast-moving 
long black car - on direction. For now, the lean limo 
endlessly tracked the two marked victims up and down 
Bleecker Street, back and forth-on direction. 
Since 9:30 that moisture- charged morning, that 
direction had stemmed from a tall, husky man wearing a 
blue- and- beige woolen stocking hat that hugged his 
forehead, and an oyster- white, three- quarter- length 
storm 
coat. 
Director 
Paul 
Wendkos 
was intently 
rehearsing his location scenes for “ Honor Thy Father,” 
based 
on 
Gay 
Talese’s 
best- 
selling 
book 
about 
underworld life, being filmed from Lewis John Carlino’s 
script. 
To 
be rebroadcast on “ The C BS Friday Night 
Movies” Friday, May 31 (8:00- 1 0:00 pm, CDT) in color 
on the CBS Television Network, the film stars Joseph 
Bologna and Brenda Vaccaro, with special guest star Raf 
Vallone and Richard Castellano. 
From an hour and a half still earlier (no one had 
advised him of a changed 8:00 AM work “ call” ), 
producer Harold D. Cohen had been around the corner, 
on 
Jones Street, voluntarily helping a bookdealer 
flooded out by a burst water main carry to safety his 
Florentined out- of- prints. At a back table in a Bleecker 
Street coffee shop sat actor Joe De Santis, sopping up 
the wet leaves of one book, a choicely illustrated volume 
on medieval German art. 
Down Bleecker, towards Cornelia, a tailor semi­ 
crouched in his shop entrance. Toiling in the shadowless 
light, he basted away on a coat, Mme. Defarge- like, 
absently nodding at Wendkos’ recurring street trials. 
Passersby and bystanders alike were minor figures at 
practice, most being film “ extras” afoot for atmosphere. 
Area residents remained aloof— uncurious. 
Author Talese stood by, too, outside a salami- strung 
grocery window across from the Bleecker Street bakery 
Wendkos had targeted as his action site. Talese was 
curious-- curious to see how a movie “ hit” was made. 
Special- effects and make- up men had rigged the 
chests of the two actors to be gunned down (Henry 
Ferrentino, 
Frank 
Albanese) 
wih 
“ squibs,” 
small 
explosive charges loaded with prop blood, connected by 
wires to eight tenpenny nails hammered into a one- inch 
pine slab, off camera. Rachet a screwdriver blade down 
the line and- Blam!-- in counterpoint. 
Virtually no two witnesses were to agree later on the 
sequence of sights and sounds when, out of nowhere, 
materialized the previously invisible crowd. Some 200 
insistent onlookers rushed in, at gunshot, instantly 
overwhelming the scene, their stampede presumptuously 
usurping Wendkos’ directorial prerogative to “ cut” the 
action. He none the less had it on film. 
At 11:00 AM, however, it was still 105 minutes away 
from Wendkos’ command for “ Camera...Action!” Later, 
with the ebb and flow of the “ Honor Thy Father” film 
company, Bleecker Street, between Jones and Cornelia, 
reverted to an unperturbed stream of city life.
